TORONTO, Ont., Oct. 17 (Specéal 
Correspondence)——-“I don't want to 
séee.Ontario become the Mexico of the 
north,” stated the provincial former 
Premier, EB. C. Drury, during a tem- 
perance address at the Eglington 
Presbyterian Church recently. “If 
the Ontario Temperance Act is lost, 
it. will be because of the indifference 
e temperance people; because 
they os allowed themselves to be 
deceived into believing that the pro- 
posed Government control, emanat- 
ing from the brewers and distillers 
who are financing the campaign, is a 
hetter measure for temperance than 
prohibition.” “ Mr. Drury stated that 
Ontario occupied a peéeculfur position 
in its closé proximity to the moat 
populous areas of the United States. 
Though that Republic was dry, and 
would remain dry, not all its citi- 
sens were dry. “Our Province under 
Géverhment sale will become a 
Mecca for all those in the United 
States who want to drink.”

PERTH, W. Aust., Sept. 16 (Special 
Correspondence)—A most outspoken 


president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, whose remarks have been in- 
dorsed by representative men in 
other parts. of the Commonwealth.

Républic extends along the coast of 
northern Guinea for about 300 miles, 
between Sierra Leone and the Ivory 
Coast.

druggists... These lost their iftterest im retailing alcohol 
for beverage purposes when the rule went into effect: 
requiring that not more than 10 per cent of the value 
of the previous year’s business should. go into the pur- 
chase of portable spirits. ' All these restrictions are not, 
however, injuring the business of the legitimate trade in 
denatured alcohol. This is shown in the incgease in- 
amounts of this product manufactured; rising from 
88,812,000 gallons in 1921 to 119,948,000 gallons in 1924. 
“The Government of the United States at the present 
time,” says Mr. Haynes, “has the most advanced system 
of industrial alcoho! denaturation and distribution of. 
any country in the world.”

This is the record of the three years’ probibition 
work. The law has been bréught into increasing respect. 
It is a long time now from the days when the withdrawal 
of liquor from bonded warehouses was permitted on ordi- 
nary paper bianks. The progress made since that time
